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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the Mullendore's reference 
didn't discloses modifying the OXJD or RXJD. Fig. 7 of Mullendore is a fast write enable in which the far end end switch 240 buffers the 
data frame, in effect acting as a trapping mechanism. The data is store at switch 240 and writhen to target 245, wherein the 
communication are limited to target 245 and switch 240. Note that the transfer ready from target 245 are sent to switch 240 and not to 
initiator 235. therefore, switch 240 has become the originator for target 245, requiring changes in the OXJD for the transfer ready 
command. As a result, the effective originator has changed from 235 to 240, and this operation is the same as applicant's fig.4. 
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
